FIRST: That the name and title assumed to designate such Asso- 
ciation is “The Training School at Vineland, New Jersey.” 


SECOND: The Purposes for which this Association is formed are 
the study, care, training, maintenance, and education of those whose 
minds have not developed normally. 


THIRD: The place in this State where the purpose of such Asso- 
ciation shall be carried out is Vineland, in the County of Cumberland, 


and State of New Jersey. 


FOURTH: The number of the Trustees of such Association is 
sixteen (Increased June 14, 1950 to twenty-one).

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES

Greetings from the Board of Members of the Association and to 
all Friends of the Training School: 


We are happy to be able to report to you on progress made in the 
year past. 


I am first calling your attention to the new brochure, beautifully 
produced in a sepia tint, prepared by Pearl S. Buck and the Public Re- 
lations Staff; the cost of production being paid by the Atlantic City 
Electric Company, of which Mr. England is president. 


This beautiful piece of literature has a striking heading for its ti- 
tle: “Of God’s Many Children, These Are The Most Innocent”. These 
are the words of Pearl S. Buck. Upon this fact all the tender and lov- 
ing care given our children by all the people who work here with them. 
Upon it is based our motto, our slogan, our mainspring of all action 
for so many, many years - “Happiness First, All Else Follows”. 


During the year the Board lost by the untimely death of its beloved 
fellow, Dr. William S. Calcott, Vice President, one of our most valued 


helpers. 


By election we gained another woman Board member, Mrs. Ward 
Dix Kerlin, Jr. of Haddonfield. 


We are happy too that Mr. Albert C. Strang, executive vice presi- 
dent and cashier of the Tradesmen’s Bank of Vineland, accepted mem- 


bership on the Board. 

We have had another year of remarkable assistance from the Par- 
ents’ Association. Other reports of their work will be made, but I wish 
to quote from the words I wrote for their very delightful and successful 
dinner at the Waldorf-Astoria in New York City on May tenth. 
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“The Board of Trustees has watched with growing admiration and 
respect the quality and scope of the work of the Parents’ Association, 
Not only has the Association shown ability and vision in its various 
projects, but good judgment, descretion and a sense of fitness of its 
functions. 


“Because of confidence thus inspired, the Board, at its last quarter. 
ly meeting, decided to invite a member of the Parents’ Association to 
become a Trustee. This action is designed to bring to the Board an even 
closer contact with parents, and to enable it to share its concern for all 
the children with all the parents in the Association.” 


Other reports will be given on every phase of the work for the 
children. I will say but a few words more. Our increase in income in 
the six years our Director, Dr. Jacob, has been with us, has been phe- 
nomenal, and, to a large degree, due to his work and inspiration . Un- 
fortunately, the inflated cost of everything we buy, from services to 
salaries, from food to farm products, has consumed all the increase. 
Much of Dr. Jacob’s time has had to be put on this problem, but along 
with it he has continued to expand and improve his staff, the physical 
plant, the food for the children. 


One considerable source of income has been closed off in the last 
few months and others opened in its place. A number of years ago, 
Mr. Walter Wood, a manufacturer and capitalist of Millville and Phil- 
adelphia, left a considerable part of his fortune consisting of holdings 
in three utilities - operating companies in Millville, water, gas and 
electricity, to three charities, of which ours was one. A fourth company 
was established for the sale of appliances and other purposes, wholly 
owned by the three charities. Through the very excellent, able and fru- 
gal manner in which the Executive Vice President of all these com- 
panies managed them, the income has always been considerable, but 
the territory for operation has been quite limited. Even the small ex- 
pansion necessary has been difficult, and increasingly so. 


Some months ago, it seemed desirable to the Directors of the sev- 
eral utility companies to consider sale of all. 


Negotiations were carried on with the Atlantic City Electric Com- 
pany and the South Jersey Gas Company, and the sale of the three op- 
erating companies was approved by the Boards of Trustees of the 
three charities and was consummated. 
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We think this was on terms very advantageous to us. We have se- 
cured cash, securities and notes covering the sale, and the Utilco Com- 
pany is in process of liquidation. We believe our income will thus be 
somewhat increased, and stabilized considerably. 


The great credit for successfully executing the exceedingly compli- 
cated work I have described, goes to the Executive Vice President, Mr. 
Howard-Melvin, who is also a member of our Board and our Treasurer. 


Our fellow Trustee, Francis A. Stanger, Jr., Esq., has handled all 
the legal details for us. 

To those two gentlemen, and to Mr. Bayard L. England, President 
of the Atlantic City Electric Company, and to Mr. Earl Smith, Presi- 
dent of the South Jersey Gas Company, our grateful and sincere thanks 


are given. 
To all those associated with us in every position, the. Board gives 


its deepest gratitude. Only their patient and devoted work has pulled 
us through difficult times. Theirs is the daily task with the children en- 
trusted to our care. 

And finally—the Board renews its pledge to give the children for 
whom they are trustees every facility possible, to maintain high stand- 
ards, and to continue to give “Happiness First” to those who “Of God’s 
many children, are the most innocent”. 


May God bless us all.

Pupils may be received from any state or country, subject to the 
approval of the Admissions Committee. All pupils are received for an 
observation period before being accepted for enrollment. 


Application blanks will be sent upon request. Often it is possible 
to tell from the answers to the questions thereon wheher the child may 
classify at The Training School. The School will accept pupils of either 
sex, over six years of age with mental and social maturity of four years 
except those who are psychotic, epileptic, blind, grossly crippled, or 
those who are not toilet trained. 


By appointment children may be brought for consultation examin- 
ation by our Psychological Laboratory, School and Cottage Staffs for 
which a charge is made. 


Children are acceptable after Admissions Committee approval for 
a three-month observation and diagnostic period. At the end of this 
period a summary report is drawn up which sets forth opinion on the 
case, what probably can be done for the child, and a prognosis as to 
the ultimate level of accomplishment. Upon parental approval of this, 
the child is then accepted for the program outlined. 


Tuition fees cover all supplies, school and shop materials. Excep- 
tions are special medical attentions or therapies which must be applied 
in groups of three or less. Clothing is provided by the parents. Toys, 
books, games may be sent, also spending money for store, special par- 
ties, and outings.

TO THE ASSOCIATION OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of The Training School 
for the period June 1, 1951 to May 31, 1952. 


An evaluation of the year’s activities must be interpreted from the 
point of view of their effect on services rendered our boys and girls and 
their parents. Normally these services are provided by staff personnel, 
and they and the equipment they need are provided through our finan- 
ces. A clearer picture is gained when one notes advances over the past 


five or six years. 


The services rendered become apparent as the work of the various 
departments of The Training School is described in this report. Among 
those which have been added during the past five years are club rooms 
for boys and girls, increased recreation facilities, regeneration of our 
camp and program, closer farm and dietetic planning, more frozen 
foods during out-of-season periods, more food and recreation at the 
Colony, a younger, disease-free herd, pasteurization of milk, increased 
consultant services to children, one-way vision room at the Laboratory, 
establishment of speech clinic, gradual adaptation (which continues) of 
program to meet the needs of the ever-increasing group whose retarda- 
tion is non-inherited and whose learning processes are different from 
those whose retardation is inherited, and contributions of many kinds 
resulting from the parents’ organization. 


Also included, but somewhat less direct, are an improved account- 
ing system, increased use of staff on operational policy committees, 
new catalog, fund-raising and public relations efforts, and increased 
staff activity resulting in more recognition from service agencies and 
universities for The Training School. 
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Staff additions are known to most of you by now. Dr. Karl Heiser, 
Coordinator of Research, came to us from the American Psychological 
Association in Washington, D. C.; Dr. Harold Delp, Coordinator of 
Educational Activties, came from the University of Minnesota; Dr, 
James Wittman, Colony Manager, was obtained from Cornell Univer. 
sity; Mr. Daniel Graham, Assistant Superintendent, was Superintendent 
of Schools at Somers Point, New Jersey; Mr. Bert Schmickel, Super. 
visor of Cottage Life, was Assistant Principal, High School, Bridgeton, 
New Jersey; Mr. Robert Gottsleben, Speech Therapist, came to us 
through the University of Wisconsin; Dr. Margaret Riggs, Psychologist, 
from the Wadsworth Veterans’ Administration Hospital and University 
of Kansas; and Mr. Jack MacDonald, Public Relations, was Assistant 
National Director of Public Relations, American Red Cross in Washing. 
ton, D.C. Each exhibited experience and personality qualifications 
which made their presence on our staff desirable. Those who have met 
them know that our hopes for them in their work are being realized to 
the advantage of the boys and girls here. 


At the same time we pay tribute to the stability and loyalty of our 
other staff members, who have set a fine example for these newcomers. 
This is not a trite observation. Long hours, low pay, poor living quar- 
ters are not inducements to any but those whose hearts are with the boys 
and girls. 


The teamwork of the old and new was evident at many events, par- 
ticularly the trip to the circus and the Vineland Day gathering of the 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs. Personally I experience so deep 
an appreciation to all these good people as to make simple statements 
of my thanks the only appropriate and sincere methods of expressing 
this feeling. 


Our financial picture is improved but not to the point where we 
are able to put the finishing touches to our strengthened program. 
During the past five years we have added over three-quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars in income over 1946 income levels . Of this, current main- 
tenance acquired about $712,000 and reserve funds $120,000. Current- 
ly we are taking in over $200,000 more each year in our maintenance 
fund (not including our reserve funds) than we were in 1946, repre- 
senting a rise of almost 50% in income. In spite of this improvement, a 
low starting point in 1946 and inflation have lessened the effect of 
these increases. 
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Our salary expenditures are about $120,000 per year more than in 
1946 and we are still far behind state and federal institution levels. 
Probably $150,000 more annually will have to be added to this account 
before we can reach a truly competitive position in attracting em- 
ployees. 

Food expenditures have increased 42% over these years compared 
to a nation-wide rise in food costs of 38% as reported by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. Children now get a much greater variety of foods 
the year round. 

Our medical budget has more than tripled in these six years. 
Better nursing staff and services to children, including preventive 
medicines and stepped-up cottage inspections of children by nurses, 
account for much of the increase. 

Decisions had to be made apportioning new moneys between staff 
and services and maintenance and equipment. Although maintenance 
and equipment received a 47% increase during the period, the major 
portion of our income went to staff and services to children. This is 
apparent as visitation is made about the grounds. Maintenance is un- 
able to get ahead of the basic needs of the plant. Excepted from this 
are such items as the Laurel and Spruce Cottages alterations for em- 
ployee quarters, Johnstone Cottage alterations for girls, painting in a- 
bout half the cottages, alterations at Robison Cottage for residence of 
a couple as attendants (so necessary for the older boys there), moder- 
nization of the electrical system in north side buildings and at Menan- 
tico Colony, conditioning of all water at The Training School,and in- 
stallation of modern internal-external telephone system. Until salary 
needs are satisfied, maintenance probably will continue to receive the 
lesser share of the apportionment. However, increasing income means 
that its share must become greater numerically. 

Johnstone Cottage has been renovated to provide a better grade of 
accomodations for older girls for whom it is desired to have a program 
planned around home-living and training, utilizing all The Training 
School facilities when needed; where their status as immature, young 
adults is accepted. We hope you have visited it today. It points the 
way to modernization of other cottage facilities. 

Each child’s case is presented more often to the Classification 
Committee for consideration of his program. Our Colony program is 
affording more activities for the boys. Our recreation program at the 
School does likewise. 
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We have built upon the foundation that we must have a happy 
child before anything else can be done for him. We have felt that our 
existence as a private institution can only be justified by a program 
which keeps us in a position of leadership in the field. This has caused 
us to look forward, first, to the development of a strong professional 
program, and second, to a solution to the long term care problem. 


The professional program establishes the core of our reputation 
through professional and lay circles and presents the necessary enlarged 
scope of services to our children. It also carries on the long traditions 
of The Training School toward attempting to discover the causes and 
prevention of mental retardation. The long term care program gives 
comfort to the child and parent until such time as we have been able to 
find further means of prevention in this field. Studies of the costs of 
long term care are completed but we are still considering methods of 
making these costs available to more parents. 

A report would be incomplete without reference to the organiza- 
tion of our parents into a forceful, active organization. From small 
beginnings three years ago we have seen aimost miraculous growth. 
Not only have the children received many lamps for their rooms, cur- 
tains in their day and dining rooms, and playground equipment, but 
the School as a whole has benefited from the magnificent success of 
the parents’ first annual dinner at which $10,000 was cleared. This 
will come to the children in one form or another. No one could mistake 
the excitement over the trip to the circus arranged for us by the parents. 
Many of our children had never attended a circus. Through the parents, 
500 of them did. The fourteen buses rolling through southern Jersey 
and down Broad Street, Philadelphia, with police escort, and the happy 
excited faces of the boys and girls were sights to behold. Great credit 
goes to Mr. Feld, who tried to bring the circus to Vineland, and fail- 
ing, made the substitute arrangements possible, and to his fellow off- 
cers in the Parents Association who worked with him to make the pro- 
ject possible. 

I should also like to impress upon all the great amount of assist- 
ance and guidance your Director has received from the Trustees of the 
School, both as a unit and as individuals. No enterprise like The 
Training School can be run by one man or by a staff. There is needed 
the help which only the varied interests and mature minds of men and 
women who feel strongly enough about the plight of the retarded child 
and about The Training School can give. We received such help gen- 
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erously and continuously. Your Director and staff wish to place on re- 
cord their appreciation for this guidance and friendship. We hesitate 
to name individuals only because we would name all. Under Mr. 


Bible’s kindly eyes, the Trustees are welded into a group unanimously 


bent upon a great humanitarian mission. 


There have been many celebrations and increased activities in the 


cottages, particularly for the boys. Our girls programs have grown 


more slowly and we await a successor to Miss Rettinger, Girls’ Super- 


visor, who left us in May to be married, to give their recreation pro- 


gram the necessary spark. 


Boy Scouting has increased and has had a very good effect on the 
general morale of the boys. Clubs continued through the year. Boys in- 
terested in the Pet Houses formed a club this year. Girls repainted 
their clubrooms and new furniture, a parent’s gift, was moved in. 


Ball teams are in great evidence now. The addition of a recreation 
director has helped the boys’ programs greatly. 


Locating good attendants for our cottages has been a major task. 
Altering Robison Cottage to allow a couple to live there with private 
bathroom facilities, instead of having a single man, should be a great 
improvement for our older working boys. 


Our loss of Mr. Deacon, Assistant Superintendent, to the Arizona 
Colony, and Mr. Davies, our Boys Supervisor, to industry, both of 
whom had given excellent service to the School, brought us Mr. Gra- 
ham and Mr. Schmickel, who have fitted well into the situations and 
have proceeded without lapse of program during the changes. We are, 
fortunate in having them with us. 

The education program continued to attempt to adapt itself to the 
needs of the child whose retardation is not inherited. It is a slow be- 
ginning which should produce great results as it gains momentum. 
Academic and craft programs, pre-vocational and vocational classes 
form a continuum from nursery level to adulthood. 

More comprehensive measurement is being made of the individual 
student’s present status and needs. Speech therapy continues to provide 
a service needed by many children. Close cooperation is maintained 
with the Classification Committee which reviews each child’s status 
periodically and makes recommendations for his individual program 
during the succeeding period. 
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Presentations were made of children’s activities at the many holi. 
days and special occasions held during the year. The termination of the 
school year brought exhibits of work from academic, craft, and special 
subject classes. Camp was operated at capacity all last summer. 

As usual, Mrs. Nash’s understanding and long experience with our 
children sparked the program. As the International Conference of Ex. 
ceptional Children in Omaha in April, Dr. Delp read a paper entitled 
“Psychological Criteria for Diagnosis and Prognosis of the Mentally 
Deficient”. At the AAMD meeting in May, he read a paper entitled “Fol. 
low Up of 84 Public School Special Class Pupils with I. Q.’s Below 50”, 


During the year several projects began in the field of brain-dam. 
age, and in social maturity of certain specific retarded types. Two re. 
quests for foundation grants were completed and forwarded, one on a 
study of hospital data of causative factors in mental retardation in la. 
bor and delivery periods, the other on the process of growth of the 
power of conceptualization, a complex mental factor to which so many 
aspects of study in the entire field relate. 

Dr. Glixman has published in the Psychological Bulletin, a book 
review, “Experiments in Social Process: A Symposium on Social Psy- 
chology”, by Miller. Dr. Riggs has published “An Investigation of the 
Nature and Generality of Three New Personality Variables”, in the 
Journal of Personality, and Dr. Riggs and Miss Burchard have pub- 
lished “Intra Scale Scatter for Two Kinds of Mentally Defective Chil- 
dren”, in The Training School Bulletin. Dr. Stull gave a paper entitled 
“The Effect of Unit Formation Factors and Developmental Level on 
Transposition” at the meeting of the Eastern section of the American 
Psychological Association. Dr. Riggs read a paper entitled “Intellec- 
tual Factors as They Influence Play Therapy in Mentally Defective 
Children” before the American Association on Mental Deficiency 
meeting. A paper prepared by Dr. Riggs and Miss Rain entitled 
“Differences in Functions of Three Etiological Groups of Mentally and 
Socially Retarded Children” was presented at the same meeting. Dr. 
Heiser acted as chairman of a panel at this Convention. 

Clinical reports were made on 367 cases. A basement room was 
fitted with a one-way vision glass for play therapy and observation. 
Professional meetings were attended and talks were given by members 
of the staff during the year. We feel the year has been a productive one 
with several of the laboratory staff emerging as maturing figures in their 
particular areas of interest. 
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Paramount in activities in the area of Public Relations were the 
special events occuring this spring in which assistance was given the 
Norwalk, Connecticut Community Meeting, the Women’s Club Day, the 
Circus, and the Waldorf Dinner. A brochure was published describing 
The Training School, composed by Mrs. Walsh and paid for by the At- 
lantic City Electric Company through the kindness of Mr. England. 
Three other brochures concerning aspects of the School’s work are also 
prepared. 

Initial contacts were made to people connected with three founda- 
tions. News releases were sent out all during the year. Mr. Edward T. 
Dickinson, Defense Department and National Securities Resources 
Board Official, was secured as speaker for Women’s Club Day. 

Issues of The Training School Bulletin were completed. Exhibits 
were sent to the Women’s Clubs conventions at Atlantic City and used 
by speakers from the School. Contacts were made with a leading maga- 
zine, a leading pamphlet editor, an editor of a New York newspaper, 
and an international press service with whom we hope to reach agree- 
ment on articles about The Training School in the next year. 

Hospitality was extended to an ever increasing number of individ- 
ual and group visitors from everywhere. 

Our current income and expenditures showed a satisfactory balance 


during the past year. The business operations of the Colony were incor- 


porated with those of the School, eliminating duplicate books and trans- 
fers of funds. Representations have been made to private parents and to 
the State for state wards for increase in tuition fees to offset steadily in- 
creasing costs and wage requests. Farm and Dietary Departments have 


been affected very greatly by price rises during the year. Personnel 


needs are still acute throughout the institution. A vari-typer and mul- 
tilith printing machine have been purchased, with the help of Mr. Wal- 
ton, of our Parents Association, to provide more printing facilities. 

In the Stores Department clothing orders were successfully filled 
during the year in spite of the burden placed on the budget by having 
to purchase almost a complete new stock for the Colony when its cloth- 
ing room came under the supervision of the Stores Division of the 
School. 

Renovation of mattresses for children and employees continues. 
New ticking and hair have been purchased and many of the cottages 
already have new or newly reconditioned mattresses. One hundred new 
pillows were purchased. 
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Christmas gifts to the boys and girls were particularly numerous 
this past year. Our sewing and tailoring shops have had one of the bus. 
iest years in their existence. As more clothing is used by our boys and 
girls, and more tablecloths, drapes, bedspreads, etc., are used, this will 
undoubtedly increase. 

Inadequate storage facilities for food and supplies have plagued 
us for many years. At present we are using temporary meat storage, 
hopeful that we can arrive at a solution that will enable us to cut and 
store meat in sufficient quantities to cut the high costs of small batch 
buying. 

The laundry continues to turn out increasing amounts of clean 
clothing but time is not far distant when machines will need replace. 
ment, or major repair, and new equipment added. This of course means 
more personnel. This year the laundry handled three-quarters of a mil- 
lion pounds of regular laundry and four thousand pounds of woolens, 

General health during the year was somewhat better than usual. 
No serious epidemics occured. Preventive measures, though somewhat 
costly, seem to have been successful. 

A total of 39,072 clinic treatments were given, 36,067 to children 
and 1,005 to employees. Statistical total of hospital days during the 
year amounted to 6,966. 

Administration of antibiotics increased somewhat to a total of 
1,692 units. Cold injections and medications were administered 714 
times. Dental clinic treated 664 cases, eye-glass clinic 491. There were 
50 operations and minor surgery, and 103 X-rays made. 

Consultant physicians have given service particularly in eye, ear, 
nose and throat treatments, orthodontistry, and endocrinology. Dental 
examinations are given semi-annually to all children, chest X-rays an- 
nually to all children and employees, Wassermans to all employees on 
entrance and every three years thereafter, and typhoid injections to all 
children and employees annually. 

Miss Inez Perry, R. N., our Supervisor of Nurses came from the 
North Shore Health Resort ,a group of units offering psychiatric ser- 
vices in Winnetka, Illinois. She replaced Mrs. Florence Nigg who left 
us to go to the Arizona State Colony. 


The increased activities for the boys at the Colony reflects our 
attempts to build up a more active program for them. Chapel pro- 
grams have been restored to a weekly basis with boys dressed in their 
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best. Each cottage has a group of boys who sing at Sunday services. 
At Easter, the boys presented a pageant at the Chapel services. 


Movies occur on a bi-weekly schedule as at School. Celebrations 
were held on all major holidays and a play given at Christmas time. A 
Scout troop has been organized with 13 boys already members and 10 
more working to pass their examinations. The Colony manager, Dr. 
Wittman, and an attendant, Mr. Rose, have completed the Scout Mas- 
ters’ Training Course. 

Three soft ball teams are organized. A storage room in the base- 
ment of Bleecker Cottage is now a club room. Recently a spaghetti 
dinner and movies were given to boys who helped in butchering. 

Our herd is T. B. free. Calf facilities have been reorganized, pro- 
viding for more competent growing environment. Milk is now pasteur- 
ized for the first time in 64 years, its handling has been made more 
sanitary, and production has been increased from 450 to 650 quarts 
per day to 800 quarts daily. More equitable distribution among kitchens 
at different supply levels has been established. 


In the fall 165 pigs were farrowed and in the spring 156. To date 
44,168 pounds of pork resulted from butchering. Poultry has been 
transferred to the School farm and the room used for calf pens. 

During the year 5,550 bushels of sweet potatoes were harvested as 
were 2,263 bushels of apples, 6,000 bushels of white potatoes, and 5,500 
bushels of corn. 

The water tank was cleaned out, all fire lanes through the wooded 
areas were cleared, much old junk was sold, land above the peach or- 
chard was cleared, 100 peach trees replaced a variety reported by the 
Rutgers Agricultural Experiment Station as possible disease spreaders, 
and, as a result of a survey made by the Atlantic City Electric Company, 
primary metering of electricity replaced the former secondary system. 

We lost a hard-working pioneer in the retirement of Mr. Frank 
Merithew, who had been Colony Manager since its inception in 1913. 
With him went Mrs. Merithew who had been his assistant over many of 
the years. The Colony as it is today is a monument to their efforts. We 
are indeed sad over not having them with us but trust they are finding 
in retirement a quiet, happy life. 

At our Training School Farm the apple harvest was the largest in 
history. Some 3,500 bushels were eaten, stored, made into sauce, and 
into cider. Six hundred and seventy gallons of cider were consumed 
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during the fall, an average of over one gallon per child. Because of the 
increased quantity, the cost to raise apples per basket dropped 20 cents 
over 1950—to 72 cents. 

Top production went to sour cherries of which there were 8,000 
quarts. Seven acres of peas harvested 18,000 pounds of shelled peas of 
which 6,000 were frozen. Our tomatoes, affected by wilt, made less of 
a crop than usual. For a reason yet unknown, many cans from differ. 
ent canneries went bad. Our celery crop was unusually good. We took 
1114 tons of carrots to Seabrook Farms for processing. Corn was 
plentiful. 

We have entered into an arrangement of growing crops in cooper. 
ation with Seabrook Farms. This organization has been so helpful and 
so generous that the quantity of our demands on it became too embar. 
assing to us to continue without such an agreement. 


The wet spring of 1952 retarded many crops and delayed planting 
others. Apples and peaches were seriously affected. 

Egg production runs about 950 per day at present. We lost about 
200 cockerels this winter through an infection. Last year’s turkeys grew 
well and we had plenty for the holidays. 

Our farm exhibit at the country fair received a beautiful special 
award banner. 

The trend toward freezing more of our crops and using outside 
canneries for more of our foods has continued, raising the quantity and 
variety of the children’s diet throughout the whole year. In some cases 
we prepared foods and had them stored in local freeze chambers, in 
others Seabrook Farms did a most excellent and helpful job for us. We 
are always grateful for the support of the Seabrook Farms Organization, 
which began a half century ago when the father of Mr. C. F. Seabrook 
attended farm meetings at The Training School. 

Our cannery, inadequate to handle much of our farm production, 
canned 5,792 quarts of jellies, 428 quarts of catsup, 160 gallons of 
pickles, 2,148 quarts of cherries, 2,568 quarts of peaches, and prepared 
for freezing or cold storage 60 quarts of string beans, 1,272 quarts of 
rhubarb, 2,976 quarts of asparagus, 29 barrels of poultry, 5 crates of 
turkey, 41 boxes of Beef, 58 barrels of lamb, 34 barrels of pork, 81 
crates of cabbage, 556 bushels of apples. Seabrook Farms froze 65 
cases of lima beans. 

The Colony provided an excellent quality and quantity of pork 
during the winter and recently some beef and veal.

During the year the Colony Kitchen came under the purview of the 
Dietetics department and since has followed Training School menus. 
Dining rooms and kitchens have been painted, drapes hung on dining 
room windows, and table cloths and napkins used at all meals. 


Special diets have been provided when requested by the Hospital. 
The Department served the usual large number of dinners for special 
occasions. 

Insufficient personnel plagued this department as it did others. In 
June we suffered the loss of our Dietitian, Mrs. Gerula, to the local hos- 
pital. Mrs. Gerula was with us for five years and did a fine piece of 
work for us. We are most sorry to see her leave us and wish her happi- 
ness in her new position. 

According to records from our power house, less water was used in 
the previous year and more steam produced than in former years. At 
the same time our old boilers had to be repaired in an effort to stave off 
expensive purchase of new ones. 

The State School used our water tank facilities while it painted its 
own water tank, a reciprocal activity between both schools, during 
which time our conditioning of potable water did not function and a 
number of line failures occured. 

Many mains and subordinate lines were repaired during the year. 
This is a constant condition. 

Carpentry and electrical work was mainly concerned with trying to 
keep as much repaired as possible. Painting fluctuated with the number 
of painters on hand, and is an urgent necessity over the entire plant. 

Greenhouse production was of excellent quality. We estimate about 
$2,000 worth of flowers at wholesale prices were sent to the cottages. 
Soil testing for the farm was carried out by this unit this year. 

Personnel needs in the Maintenance Department were great and 
acute. 

We look back on a year that was most active to a future that looks 
brighter, based on a growing team of people, staff, Trustees, and parents 
interested in our boys and girls. Such cooperation must succeed.

Inu Memoriam 
HARRY V. OSBORNE 


Harry V. Osborne, aged 79, a member of the Board of Trustees of 
The Training School for thirty years, died at his home in South Orange, 
N. J., on June 18, 1952. A former state senator and Common Pleas 
judge, Mr. Osborne was widely known and held in high regard through- 
out the Vineland area. He had many friends at The Training School. 


A member of the New Jersey bar for 56 years, Mr. Osborne 
founded the Bonnie Brae Farm for Boys in Millington and remained its 
chairman. 


He was elected to the State Senate in 1909 to become Essex County’s 
first Democratic senator in 20 years. 


Born in Newark, Mr. Osborne was appointed to the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas in 1912 by the then Gov. Woodrow Wilson. He resigned 10 
years later to accept an appointment to the State Public Utilities Com- 
mission. For many years he also served as president of the Essex Coun- 
ty Parental Home and was prominent in a number of other civic welfare 
activities.

Miss Bessie K. Hires, a member of The Training School’s Board of 
Visitors for more than 30 years and a life member of the Association, 
died July 22, 1952 at her home in Salem, N. J. She was 84 years of age.
